INTRODUCTION 


'WO  vcars  ago  I  ojacncd  my  shop  in  Flusliing,  Long  Island.    I  have 


been  asked  innumerable  times  why  I  located  in  Flushing  instead  of 
Manhattan.  Apparently  the  fact  had  not  been  taken  into  considera- 
tion that  Flushing  is  in  as  close  proximity  to  Forty-Second  Street  as 
are  the  much  more  expensive  mid-uptown  sections.

Because  of  my  inability  to  resist  purchasing  beautiful  and  unusual 
things,  my  stock  has  grown  until  it  is  elbowing  out  at  all  sides  of  my 
two  old  buildings,  which,  while  they  give  a  charming  setting  to  the 
antique,  have  too  many  halls  and  stairways  to  be  practical. 

I  have  decided  that  during  the  Winter  months  this  condition  must 
be  rectified  by  certain  alterations  and  additions,  giving  me  an  oppor- 
tunity in  the  Spring  to  "carry  on"  in  a  more  harmonious  manner. 

I  have  always  carried  a  large  and  varied  stock,  and  in  order  to  make 
the  necessary  alterations  properly,  have  considered  it  advisable  to  sell 
by  Auction,  my  larger  pieces,  together  with  a  large  assortment  of  fine 
old  glass  for  which  I  am  known.
